Tho water comes by natural 
flow to the tank, and Irom there It 
la aent on under preasure. 

Almost 13 li mll» or four-foot 
trench were dug before the pipe 
could be laid.

He did aslc $34,000,000 (or con- 
atniotlon and about SlB.000,000 for contract 
- authorization In his budget, but thit'i

It might seem that fast and commodious 
, passenger ships are one Item In the "price of 
peaco'*-which Mr. Truman lald wt must ba 
; willing to pay. It taltea more time to con- 
: struct auch ahlpa, IjuUders say, than any other 
f. essential piece of war equljiment 

There have been many rtudlea and hoarlngB 
of our merchant marine needs Itf thi past 
I doaenjjears. But the' last piece of legislation 
was the merchant marine act of 1BS8. The 
jR house committee la now studying the poiilble 
^need for new legislation and Increased ap- 
propriations. 

Meanwhile, there Is almost 190,000,000 ear- 
marked for now ship construction In tha 
maritime commission's till. Perhaps con- 
gress' best contribution at the moment would 
bo to suggest that the President try to cut:

"In the old days 
D used to hor- < 
at up to 160,000 
tons." said Charles 
Hawke, Ofl-y ear-old foreman, sddlng 
with a dr}- smile: 

'That was before the fellow camo 
along with the electric refrigerator. 

Hawke, a tail, rawboned man with 
foded blue eyes, has been harvest- 
ing Ice at this same lake since com' 
Ing here *!> yi 

'I was a boy of IT then," he snid, 
id we used lo plow the ice with 
horses— almost like you plow 
row in the land." 
That was the way American farm- 
's and Icemen had been doing li 
since Uie colonial days. And the 
beginning of the Ice han'csl 
time of community celebrallon— i 
as the com harvest. 
In the Bear creek area Albert 
Lewis, an unlettered man of enter- 
who liecame a mulli-mlilion' 
aire lumber baron, built a scries 
four' dims to create more lake n 
face for his ice business. 

Two hundred men were kept busy 
cutting the ice for SO to 100 boxcars 
that waited each day to rush it to 
the t&y Yock melropollUin areiL 
"Somttlmes » ■horse woiUd hit ; 
soft spot in the Ice and fall In. 
recalled Hawke, "and It would take 
"Ivc or six men to piy him out 
.gain. In all the years IVa been 
here I know of only one horse thot 
drowned.'" 

Tlio spread of artitlclsl rcfrlgerA- 
tion In recent years has token awny 
of the market lor natural Ice. 
Two of the dams here have fallen 
into decay.

Once the Ice. Is cut and stored 
only three or four men ore needed 
to core for It until it is sold. Holds, 
meat shops and dairies ore the chief 
buyers. The price has fallen as 1i 
a 7S cents a too wholesale, now 
about 93.00. 

By his wlntrr labors on the lake, 
Hawke has raised a large fomily. 
But he believes Ice han'estlng Is on 
the way' to becoming a vanished 
Yankee Industry. 

"Each year It falls off a lIlUi 
more." ho said. His voice held 
note of regret, for he hcs put his 
lifetime into this dying busi- 
ness.

There were two worlds- 
the Soviet world, which Mo«ow 
has expanded continuously by even- 
means short of aar. and the olher 
world, led In many ways by the 
United States. 

Two yearo and a half after Uie 
fighting ended, these two world* 
are further apart than when Japan 
surrendered. Instead of devoting 
llsejf lo social, economic, humani- 
tarian reconstnieUon, the United 
Nations has devoted most of Its 
working hours to the pollMcs Uisi 
were supposed to be handled ■ pri- 
vately and at oncir. 

Wlthto lh» Unltod Nations, the 
non>ccaununlst nations of good will 
have (ollan together on moat ot 
their troublesome problems. But 
always Russia with her veto and 
her salelllt«— on the securlly coun- 
cU first Poland, now the Ukraine- 
has prevented the majority from 
doing anything about peace, pros- 
perity, progress.

Twin Fails Is one of the most pros- 
pcrous communities In the nation 
but a iEUll.unemplOTincnl cilslt bu 
been hovering over the town tor the 
post winter. Moreover liic slluation^ 
U not small in the ryt of Twin 
Filli oirielaLi of local relief Beencies 
who Biuit bear the burden ot hard' 
)hlp esses. 

An InvesUcatlon 
unemployment here during the post 
six months revealed that transients 
and family desartera are mainly rC' 
sponsible for the unnnpleymeilt 
problem. However, employment 
service, Red Cross, Satration Army 
and county officials asree that the 
spring farm labor boom will alle- 
viate (he altuatlon considerably. 

Kenyon Oreen. chairman of the 
board of county commlulenirt, 
which handles all dlr«t relief 
that da not qualify under any other 
agency, said the aituallon Is laslng 
up somewhat. 

"Through the use of our otrici 
and the ISES office, many of th( 
phyilcally fit and ■ experienced men 
who were unemployed now hive Jobs 
or promises of Jobs thst are suffi- 
cient to ulabllsh credit for food 
and rent—Jo "Hake ears of their 
fomlilej"," Green declared. 

He remarked that ther* are two 
main cla.-:3es of hardship 
come through his office. In the first 
group, he explained, the head of " 
family hu no' special training or 
perlence or Is not physically fit 
heavy work. 

In the second cla.vi, a much Isrter 
group, are the cases where families 
have been deserted b; the husband. 
These families are In espedUly bad 
circumitanccs because the family 
usually Includes from one to eight 
young children and the mother can- 
not leave home to make a living. 
During normal tlme.^ Oreen declar- 
ed, deaertlon cases were not nearly 
■1 numerous. 

CommenUng further on the de- 
sertion problem, Oreen said. -Mem- 
bers of our board are in unanimous 
agreement on this problem, and I 
believe we have the support of alt 
welfare workers and agencies hi the 
county that drastic legislative ac- 
tion Is necessary to curb this grow- 
ing practice ol desertion." 

Another member of the board of 
county commissioners. L. W, Haw- 
kUii, remarked the formers In this 
srea are dependent upon migratory 
Isbor during the summer. 

"That is the great problem we 
face." Hawkins said. "Wo need these 
migratory workers but when ths 
harvest seasons ends ' we hafe no 
place for them. We hare one of the 
latest harvests In the country and 
when It Is over, tho workers have 
no other place to go to find work. 
Since few famines con ssve enough 
to keep them through the winter, 
it faUs to relief ogenclea to take 
care ot them." 



A. J. Ueeks, manager of the Twin 
Falls office of the IOCS, ssid the 
unusually high number of unem' 
plo>-ed has ^ecn due to the large, 
number of people moving Into the' 
area and staying, although the rate 
of Job openings haa been low. 

"However," Meeka announced, 
"our load Is decreasing now as wea- 
ther conditions are Improving, con- 
struction Jobs are opening up and 
formers ore starting to work. The

lata spring may result in farmers 
all wanUng labor ot the some time.

'In fact." «ie Mid. "the transient 
are becoming cocky. They take relief 
OS o matter ot course and seem to 
have a 'Ihafa-what-you Ye here tor- 
attitude' toward us. The only thing 
I could think of that might help 
would be to have a clly worka proj^
